sheet of tho Soviet state bank, he 
was told, "It is available but not 
published.’* And that ended that.

(D octrine up to the A ct of H avana in 1940 which 
led to th e O rganization of A m erican S tates and 
the vitiation of the D octrine. 
P rio r to this P resident Theodore Roosevelt 
extended the Monroe D octrine to the instrum ent 
of m oral sanction and police power: 
“C hronic wrongdoing, o r an im potence which 
results in a general loosening of the ties of civil­ 
ized society, m ay in Am erica, as elsew here, u lti­ 
m ately require intervention by some civilized na­ 
tion, and in the W estern H em isphere the adher­ 
ence of the U nited S tates to the M onroe D octrine 
m ay force the U nited S tates, how ever reluctantly, 
in flagrant cases of such w rongdoing or impotence, 
to the exercise of an international polio* pow er.” 
T he Act of H avana w as a w ar m easure designee! 
I to establish a b arrier to G erm an and Japanese 
[activities in L atin America. W hen W orld W ar II 
was over, th e Act stood and tho United S tates 
was no longer free to pursue its own initiative. It 
had p artn ers w ith whom it needed to consult.

Americans tend not to get very excited Rio. T he C hapultcprc M eeting occurred in 1945; 
about such commemorative occasions as 
Constitution week, which we are celebrat­ 
ing again. Yet the U.S. Constitution is 
beyond doubt the biggest thing in their 
busy lives. 
Furthermore, if we told its story as wise­ 
ly and dramatically as it deserves to be told, 
it could lie a very big thing in the minds of 
millions around the world who are search­ 
ing for a better, fuller life. 
Some of the elemental facts about this 
groat document are astonishing. It was pro­ 
duced in four months by 55 men represent­ 
ing the less than four million Americans of 
that frontier era. 
If you set aside the IO original Bill of 
Rights amendments, the U.S. Constitution 
has been formally changed only 13 times in 
175 years since its signing. 
Thus the work those 55 men performed 
for some four million people Is today serv­ 
ing the basic public needs of 185 million 
living in an industrial-scientific world the 
drafters could not have imagined. 
Of the 13 real changes, six have to do 
with voting or other human rights. Right 
now another voting amendment, abolishing 
the poll tax as a voting requirement, is 
about to go the rounds of the several states. 
The focus on the area of human rights 
suggests, for one thing, that the Coastitu- 
tion’s drafters were perhaps not as specific 
here as they might have lx»en. The changes 
also reflect altering attitudes toward the 
rights and status of women and Negroes. 
Yet constitutional historians seem to 
agree that at root the founders’ frequent 
use of broadly general language is the key 
to our Constitution's durability. 
Phrases like “Congress shall have power 
to regulate commerce . . . among the sev­ 
eral states” have proved remarkably adapt­ 
able to many modern-day purposes of a 
growing country. 
There is an important lesson here for as­ 
piring peoples elsewhere who are trying to 
set themselves on an ambitious course.
